Daily telegrams inform us that the savages are
executing wrath far and wide, and letters and
despatohes bear complaint that our troops, as
at present posted, are even more ineflicient
than inadequate to protect the lines of travel
in the Territories, For all that the armny does
to prevent him, the ludian is & safe marauder;
and there ia no prospact, we fear, that his evil

States at all, they had a right to make it for
any object that seemed good to them. [tis
none of our business to spread our social and
political theories on foreign soil at the point of |
the sword, We should not be justified in de-
claring war against Great Britain in order to
resoue her agricultural laborers from degrada-
tion.

The value of the guard duty performed by

The reports in our ¢xchanges from all parts
of the conutry, south and west of New York—
where the growing grain orops are sufficlently
far advanced to enable fair estimates to bo
formed—as to the harvest prospects are highly
encouraging,

The speculators in a deficlent harvest aven
now begin to show a fesblimess in the knees,
which is highly consoling to consumers. Yes-
terday there wat a further downward tonfdency
in flour. And among the upholders of extor-
tionate prices thers was a signal ok of con-
fidence, which shows they are not quite sure
whethor oven the antivipated “rost on which
they have depended mo much—looking to a
long countinuance of wel weather—will atand
themn in good stead. Western and State Hour
was yesterday fifteen to twenty cents lower,
and only a moderate business was done, Ten or
twalvg days of fair, clear weather wonld make
a tumble in prices which would astonish the
most steadfast believer in a continnance of
famine prives,

Agide, moreover, from the ealoulations
formed upon what has been, undoubitedly, a
backward apring, there is the very strongest

round for belleving that speculators in grain
iave either been grievously led astray as to
the extent of the wheat ant{ corn Hlelds this
year in the Soulh, or that they have con-
gpired together to keep up prices at all hazards,
In our Bouthern exchanges also we find simi-
lar statements,which 1t is impossible to regard
as exaggerations. The farmers of the South
have no reason to represent their condition as
being any degrea better than it actually is.
The reports, too, come from such & variety of
sources, and are o clearly made up without
any previous consultation or consort of senti-
ment among the authors, that they cannot
well fail to carry with them a conviotion of their
perfect trustworthiness,

It Lias to be aditted, of courae, that much
of the prospect which is now bright and assur-
ing may be clonded over Lbefors the harvest
vomes to be gathered,
to keep before the eyes of consumers is, that
they shonld not be driven into any rash con-
tracle at high prices, just at this moment.
Everything, including the hoarding np prac-
tissd by the speculators themselves, favors a
decline in Breadstufls, which shall be marked
and sweeping.

Parties—Bects—Journnls- Organs,
From the Tribune.

Little great men raised to important sta-
tions find organs convenient and their utter-
ances soothing and satisfactory; but that is
all. In the long run, the organs are more
likely to mislead them or to prejudice their
policy than to render them any substantial
In our judgment, an administration
which should resolve at the outset to have
nothing like an organ, and sternly adhers to
that resolve, would improve its ochanves of
ablding success.

And it is much the same with a great party.
The ability of & journal to Lhelp it depends on
its preserving a substantial independence.
When the public comes to know that a jour-
nalizt will always do and say just what his
party is prepared to approve—that he is a
mere gervitor of party—*“not Mr. Buchanan,
but a platform’—his support is taken as a
matter of course, and carries with it no moral
weight, *““The ox knoweth his master,” is
the popular comment on his most fervid and
zealous commendations of his party’s princi-
ples, measures, or eandidates.

So, substantially, with a religions
denominational proclivities. De it Presbyte-
visn, Congregational, Baptist, Methodist,
Roman Catholie, Unitarian, or whatever, every
one knows beforehand about what its editor
will think and say on any topie or ocedrrenve
affecting hLis Church's prosperity, ‘rnli-:y. or
good name. Knowing that he will “deem this
side always right, and that stark naught,”
you take his advocacy or his reprobation
purely as a matter of course, He could help
it far more by being its independent mouitor
than by such absolute snbserviency.

The fadependent (in gpite of it8 name) was
started as in some gense an organ of the Con-
gregational (Ofthodox) Chureh. 1t had, for a
time, four olergymen of that srder as its joint
editors. When they left, it found “one of the
gume sort'’ sufficient to replace themall, When
be retived, a layman sucoeeded, who I8 still its
editor. It gradually beoame a free, unsectarian
religions journaly; insisting on conformity to
the Divine Law in all things, but attaching
less and less importance te the peculinr tenets
and ordinances of Wie seot of which its editor
and publisher are still memmbers, until at length
it felt even the imputation of sectarian fealiy
a fotter, and deliberately repelled i, Hence-
forth, the /adependent is not distinctively Con-
gregational, but commends “whatsoever things
are pure,”” wherever it may clhiance to find
them,

Hence the Congregationalists, at their late
Convention, repudiated the /ndependent as an
organ, anid resolved to establish one to take
the place it has vacated. This is right all
roond, save that we don’t believe an organ
desirable etherwise than as a convenience
aforegaid. The Judependent can do the Congre-
gationalists more good as an outsider than as
an organ, and will be a far more acceptable
gheet to the great body of the reading public;
while an organ can be starled and runon a
tithe of the capital, intellectual and pecn-
ninry, that is nesded to sustain such a journal
us the Independent,
